Lat mm state flrat that tha lnplloatlona of population change* la a aubjaot 
raally outaida ay balllwlok. Seaond, I aa pueeled by tha lattar which you eneloaad, 
addraaaad to Dr. Tylar at Ohio State Oniveraity, alnoe in tha fourth paragraph of 
that lattar, you indloate that tha workahopa will deal with tha lnplioatione of 
population change a wharaaa la tha fifth paragraph, you aakad Dr. Tylar for a atata- 
aaat aa tha faatora affaatlag population ohaage. In tha fourth paragraph, you sssr 
to iadiaata lnteraat in tha cunaaouanoca or offaota of population change wharaaa 
in tha fifth paragraph you eaaai to ba concerned with Cauaal faatora affecting or 
prodaaiag population ohange. 

Daaplta ay laok of expertise in thia area I have triad mj hand at a few 
paragraphs, which, X hope, will prove helpful. Tou will note that towarda tha and, 

X aaraly relaa sous quaatlona without indicating what tha answers era. 

X aa concerned, with raepaot to foraaaeabla population ohangea, about tha 
educational problaaa whlah thay oreate. WlUiln the aohool age group - under 18 
yaarc of aga - tha rata of growth in tha next fifteen yeere will bring on truly 
atupaadoua ehangae. The expansion - about 568 in those aga 18 or under - fore¬ 
shadows ease tarrlfle problaaa for all actaaunltlaa. Claaarooa feoilitlaa era 
already aoaaldared inadequate by aany educational and loverment offioiala. (inoi- 
daatly, tha aarkat for baby food, juvenile alothlng end furniture, end housing will 
ba vaatly expanded). 

By tha aid-1960'e, tha high aohoola will ba faoed with a huge toirdsnj by 1970, 
tha oollagaa will Lava elallar problaaa alnoe college enrollaent will just about 
double the present figure of about 5,000,000. These sdvenoaa in enrollaent retea 
represent a aontinuatlon of gaoerally upward trends during tha past daosde. Thay 
raflaot, aaong othar faatora, aueh davelopcanta aa irprovsd aooncoio conditions 
sad iaaraaaad ur! anlsatlon. Ctovioualy, this Dig expansion will oreate a hugs 
daaand for taaahlag staff and phyaloal plant. It will alto orimp tha growth of 
tha labor fores by dsfarrlng students' aaarch for or scceptanoe of esployaent.
